2 . Admission to the Air Force Flying College will be 
made on the results of a written examination to be 
conducted by the Union Public Service Commission , an 
interview by the Air Force Selection Board and a 
Physical Endurance Test by the Air Force Central 
Medical Establishment. 

3 . The approximate number of vacancies to be offered 
tor entry to the College on the result of this examina 
tion will be 18 This is only a provisional number 
and is liable to alteration . 
| NOTE .- --Candidates who have applied for the eva 
mination for admission to the Military College or for 
the Indian Navy Examination for admission as Spe 
cial Entry Cadets into the Indian Navy , or for the 
National Defence Academy Examination for admis 
sion to the National Defence Academy, must exercise 
their final option before admission to the Air Force 
Flying College, it finally selected . After admission , 
they will be considered neither for admission to the 
Military College nor for the Indian Navy nor for the 
| National Defence Academy. 

4 A candidate must be an unmarried malo and 
must either be : 

( a ) a citizen of India , or 
(b ) a subject of Sikkim , or 
( c ) a gubject of Nepal or of a Portuguese or a 

former French Possession in India , or 
( d ) a person of Indian origin who has migrated 

from Pakistan or from the Unllberated Areas 
of Jammu and Kashmir with the intention of 

permanently settling in India . 
NOTE 1. - A widower or a pergon who has divorced 
his wife cannot be treated as an unmarried male for 
the purpose of the above Rule 


( iv ) Non - citizens of categories ( c ) and ( d ) above 

who entered service under the Government 
of India before the commencement of the 
Constitution , viz ., 26th January . 1950 , and 
who have continued in such service since 
then . Any such person who re - entered or 
may re - enter such service with a break after 
the 26th January , 1950 will, however, require 

certificate of eligibility in the usual way . 
5 . Candidates should be medically At in all respects 
for service in any part of the world . The standards 
of medical fitness are shown in Appendix I. 

A number of qualified candidates are rejected sub 
sequently on medical grounds. Candidates are, 
therefore , advised in their own interest to get them 
selves medically examined before submitting their ap 
plications, to avoid disappointment at the final stage . 

A sufficient number of suitable candidates recom 
mended by the Services Selection Board will be 
medicəlly examined by a Board of Service Doctor8 . 
A candidate who is not declared At by the Medical 
Board will not be admitted to the Air Force Flying 
College . The very fact that the medical examina 
tion has been carried out by a Board of Service Doc 
tors will not mean or imply that the candidate has 
been Anally selected The proceedings and details 
of findings of the Medical Board are confidential and 
cannot be divulged to any one . The results of candi 
dates declared unft / temporarily unnt are Intimated 
to them along with the procedure for submission of 
fitness certificate and appeal. No requests for the 
results of Medical Board will be entertained by the 
President of the Medical Board . 

A Candidates must undertake not to marry until 
they complete their full training . A candidate who 
marries subsequent to the date of his application , 
though successful at this or any subsequent exami 
nation , will not be selected for training . A candidate 
who marries while in training shall be discharged 
and will be liable to refund all expenditure incurred 
on him by the Government. 

7 . Candidates for admission to the examination 
must have been born not earlier than 2nd August 
1938 and not later than 1st February 1942 , 
THE PRESCRIBED AGE LIMITS CAN IN NO CASE 

BE RELAXED . 
8 . Candidates must have passed one of the follow 
Ing examinations or must possess one of the follow 
ing certificates : 
( a ) the Matriculation Examination of a recognised 

Indian University ; 
(b ) an examination accepted by any such Uni 

versity as equivalent to Matriculation Ex 
amination for the purpose of admission to a 
university course : 
an examination held by a State Education 
Board at the end of the Secondary School 
Course for the award of a School Leaving 
Secondary School, High School or any other 
Certificate which is accepted by the Govern . 
ment of that State as equivalent to Matricu 
lation Certificate for entry into its services ; 


NOTE II. - - The appointment of candidates in cate 
gories ( c ) and ( d ) above will be subject to issue of 
certificates of eligibility in their favour by Govern 
ment of India . The certificate of eligibility in respect 
of candidates belonging to category ( d ) will be valid 
only for a period of one year from the date of his 
appointment beyond which he would be retained in 
service only if he hagbecome a citizen of India

18 . Candidates mugt pay the fees prescribed in Ap 
pendix III No, claim for a refund of these fees will 
ordinarily be entertained except to the extent stated 
in the Appendix , nor can they be held in reserve for 
any other examination or selection . 

17 . The Union Public Service Coinmission shall pre 
pare a list of candidates in order of merit as disclosed 
by the aggregate marks awarded to each candidate at 
the written examination . The candidates, who obtain 
minimum qualifying marks in the written examination , 
shall appear before the Air Force Selection Board for 
Pilot Aptitude test and Officer Potentiality test . The 
maximum marks obtainable at these tests are 900, 
Candidates who obtain mialmum quailfying marko ge . 
parately in Pilot Aptitude tent and Officer Potentiality 
test will be further subjected to a Physłal Endurance 
test, detalls of which are given in Ampendix IV and 
for which there will be a maximum of 200 marks. 

To be acceptable, candidates should secure minimum 
quallfying marks separately in (1 ) written examina 
tion ( 1 ) Pllot Aptitude test (111) Officer Potentiality test 
and ( iv ) Physical Endurance test . Subject to these con 
ditions, the qualified candidates will be placed in the 
order of merit on the basis of total marks secured . The 
final selection for admission to the Air Force Flying 
College will be made in order of merit eubject to 
medical Atness and suitability in all other respects and 
number of vacancies avallable . 


N . B . — THOSE CANDIDATES WHO DO NOT OB 
TAIN MINIMUM PILOT APTITUDE GRADE WILL 
NOT BE GIVEN FURTHER TESTS AT THE AIR 
FORCE SELECTION BOARD . 


NOTE I. - In the case of Cadets of the Sainik School, 
A certificate from the Principal to the effect that the 
Cadet has reached the " Matriculation Pass" standard 
of education , will be accepted .

On being granted a commission , articles of clothing 
and necessaries purchased from this allowance sball 
become the personal property of the cadet . Such articles 
will, however, be withdrawn from a cadet who resigns 
whilst under training or who is removed or withdrawn 
prior to commissioning . The articles withdrawn will be 
disposed of to the best advantage of the State .
